DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-19, 21-38, 40 and 42-46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed subject matter of claims 1, 21, 22, 25, 28, 31, 34; therefore, claims 1, 
21, 22, 25, 28, 31, 34 are allowable for the reasons pointed out by Applicant's remarks (see p. 
14, 3 rd full par.; p. 15,5 th full par.). 

3. It follows that claims 2-19, 23-24, 26-30, 32-33, 35-38, 40 and 42-46 are then inherently 
allowable for depending on an allowable base claim. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
